We simply wish to explain to them 
the nature of that religion of which 
we are ministers—laboring under a 
feeling of anxiety. to deliver the 
message ‘with which: we have been 
gent, that our friends may have the 
rivilege of receiving or rejecting it, 
jast as they think proper. But, in 
the meantime, while we are explain- 
ing it, my friends, be pleased to 
follow me with your faith and sym- 
pathy and good wishes, so far as your 
assistance may help me to lay before 
you the peculiar faith and doctrines 
of the Church with which I am con- 
nected, that you may be able to judge, 
and place as plainly 
and Dri as possible the prominent 
doctrines of our Church. : 
[ have sympathy of: many good 
friends, because T feel there exists an 
impression upon their minds that a 
system of religion that has more 
power with it than those now taught, 
ij riecessary. I approach the exami- 
nation of this subject because I be- 


person to. 


| lieve that many of our kind, honest, 


well-wishing friends—those who de- 
sire to serve God according to His 
will and pleasure—are under the im 
pression that there exists a confusion 
so general, and errors so prevalent, 
that religion seems to be losing its 
hold upon the minds of the people. 
And, of course, we who have faith in 
God and in His revealed word, as con- 
tained in the Old and New Testa- 
ments, deplore a state of things that 
indicates a departure from that re- 
spect and reverence which we wish to 
see existing and manifested on the 
part of the people towards the Su- 
preme Being. 

What is the reason, my friends 
that people are becoming irreligious 4 
What is the reason that people talk of 
sacred things lightly? What is the 
reason that men who have heretofore 
been respected as ministers of religion 
are now little thought of? It is sim- 
ply because the religions that are 
taught are losing their hold upon the 
minds and affections of the people ; 
because the religions that are taught 
do not supply the want that men and 
women feel ; because the word preach- 
ed by most ministers carries with it 
no power to convince people as to the 
truthfulness of the doctrines that are 
presented, or the sinful condition of 
the —_ to whom they are taught. 

The present condition of the Chri 
tian world does not present that 
union, that love, that we expect from 
the perpetuation of the doctrines that 
Christ taught, and it is this fact, un- 
derstood by many, that increases their 
doubts and strengthens their objec-. 
tions to what is called “Christianity.” 
The New Testament teachings lead 
us to expect a state of unity in the 
Christian churches. The admonitions 
of the apostles were to the effect that 
the Saints in early days should be 
united ther, that they should un- 
derstand alike, that they should speak 
the same thing, that they should be of 
the same mind and of the same judg- 
ment. . Such are the words of the 
apostle, to be found in 1 Cor. i, 10. 

Now, my friends, does such a state 
of things exist around us in connec- 
tion with the Christian churches that 
we might expect from the nature of a 
perfect religion, introduced by Christ? 


if 
| 
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Does there exist, at the present time, 
@ state of things so perfect as to agree 
with the expectations raised from the 
teachings of St. Paul in this Scripture 
that I have quoted? I think not. I 
m safe, I believe, in stating—and I 
think our friends are prepared to 
agree with me—that there does not 
éxist amongst the Christian denomi- 
hations that unity and that oneness 
of faith, peace, kindness and love 
which, by reading the New Testa- 
ment, we might expect to appear 
amongst them as the true fruits of 
Christianity. And it is upon this I 
wish to make a few remarks before 
roceeding to explain to you, from the 
Bible, the natare of our faith. | 
Of course the existence of anumber 
of denominations called “ Christian” 
cannot be denied. But we are told 
that all the Christian churches ex- 
hibit to us one church; that if one 
denomination does not teach the whole 
perfect pe of religion revealed by 
the Lord Jesus Christ, all the churches 
put together do, and although there 
may divisions existing amongst 
_the members of these denominations, 
unless we accept this view we must 
object to Christianity on the ground 
that we cannot find which of all the 
Christian denominations teach the 
truth. Indeed we are forced to this 
conclusion. Here is one church called 
Christian that teaches certain doc- 
trines, another more or less in_ its 
teachings contradicts them, a third 
teaches doctrines that are in conflict 
with the other two, and so we might 
go through them all, and speak in 
ike terms of those who think honestly 
enough that they are serving God. __ 
Now, my friends, I will ask this 
question—First, Is it reasonable to 
suppose that God would sustain two 
distinct religious churches as His 
churches?: Is it reasonable to sup- 
pose that God would set up two dis- 
tinct_religious bodies, the ministers 
of which teach doctrines 
er learning from the Bible so much 
indicating the anxiety of God's in- 
spired servants for a time of perfect 
nity, I say it is not reasonable to, 
suppose it, And just so long as two 
distinct religious systems exist, teach- 
doctrines and preaching 
erent principles, there exists a con- 
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flicting influence, division, feelings 
perhaps very see if the difference 
in doctrine is very decided. If it igs 
not reasonable, what are we to do? 
How can we account for it? 

This leads to the position we occupy. 
We want to know something more. 

Is it true that the es called 
“ Christian” at present represent the 
Church of Christ? Is it true that 
they have ignored some things be- 
longing to the. perfect doctrine of 
Christ and taken, as their guide, their 
own conclusions in regard to what is 
right, which leads to this division of 
doctrine. Howisit? But you will 
see, my friends, that it is unscriptural 
as well as unreasonable for us to re- 
ceive different Christian bodies as the 
Church of Christ. 

I will direct your attention to a 
few passages from the word of God. 
Jesus, when he sent the apceties to 
preach in the first place, said to them, 
. Go ye unto all the world and preach 
the Gospel to every creature.” Nota 
Ce There was no choice left to © 
anybody. He spoke definitely in re- 
gare to the Gospel plan, which He, 
the Son of God, came to the earth to 
setup, Paul, in the Ist chapter of 
Galatians, 8th verse, says, “Though 
we or an angel from heaven preach 
any other Gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed.” Paul, one o 
the apostles, pnant the Gospel, the 
same Gospel that Peter, James, John 
and others taught. They all taught 
the same system. And Paul said, in 
another place, that he went up, by 
revelation, to Jerusalem, taking Bar- 
nabas and Titus with him, and_com- 
municated the Gospel which he 
preached among the Gentiles (Gal. ii, 
1, 2), thus showing. that he taught the 
samething everywhere. Yousee, Paul’s 
words and practice show that he did 
not admit of the least change or alter- 
ation from the Hospal as taught by 
Christ, and preached by the apostles to. 
fhe yeopte. In another place it is said, 
“Whosoever transgresseth and abideth 
not in if doctrine of Christ, hath not 


He that abideth in the doctrine 
‘ist, he hath both the Father and 

e Son,” (2 John. ix,) showing us. 
that_he taught strictly the necessity 
of abiding in that form of doctrine

uote these passages to show you that 
the Gospel which Christ and the 
apostles first taught was intended to 
be taught continually, without change, 
and that none had a right, not even 
an angel from heaven, to preach any 
other Gospel than that which had 
been delivered at the first. 

Do you agree with this? Because 
I am about to examine, in detail, 
some of the doctrines that will readily 
show ‘to you the difference between 
the ministers of the true Gospel, and 
the ministers of the so-called Gospel 
that is preached at the present time. 
But are you prepared to come to the 
conclusion, with me, that it is the old 
Christ’s Gospel, the doctrine 
of the apostles that we ought to seek 
and follow, if we expect eternal life? 
Or do you think you are safe in fol- 
lowing the teachings of men, who 
have made great changes from such 
ancient Gospel, with the following 
passage before you: “If there come 
any unto you and bring not this doc- 
trine, receive him not into your house 
neither bidhim God speed”(2John 10) 
Do you think you can obtain vont 
blessing by being members of a chur 
or churches that teach doctrines op- 
posed to what Christ taught? How

“‘ Well, certainly,” says one—a Bible 
believer—‘“ of course I wish to have 
the religion of the Bible. I would 
like to have the religion of Christ. 
I do not admit of any departure.” 
This is right. This is consistent. Of 
course, if there is a question as to 
whether God has e any change 
in His primitive faith, revealed 
through Christ, we shall consider it ; 
for I am willing also to make a change 
if God has authorized it. I am quite 
willing to accept any doctrine that 
God revealed from heaven for 
my salvation. I confess to you that 
I have no disposition whatever to 
maintain private views or specula- 
on my own part, through reflection. 
I wish the doctrine of Christ, as

is blessings upon the heads of the 
children of men, except those incul- 
cated, by Him, through His servants, 
by the power of revelation from hea- 
ven, as contained in this book; so 
that we will not depart from the 
book.

The 
front of the stand was draped in black, 
and the coffin containing the corpse 
was resting immediately in front of 
the table from which the sacrament is

His discourse was 
ual to the occasion, and his allusions 
to the martyred Elder created a deep 
impression on. all present. But the 
climax arrived when President Taylor 
stepped forward to occupy the remain- 
der of the time.

RIGHTEOUSNESS. 
Some time ago we took occasion to warn any of the Latter-day Saints depart- 
ing from these lands against leaving unsettled indebtedness behind them. 
Still later we treated upon another branch of the same subject, our remarks 
being inspired by a letter from President John Taylor. We refer now to the 
misrepresentation of the ages of children belonging to emigrating families, for 
the purpose of having them passed along on the journey, at half-rates.5 We 
not only condemned such things as-intrinsically wrong, but explained the 
invariably unsatisfactory and frequently perplexing character of their conse- 
quences. We trust that our advice upon these matters will not be forgotten. 
We desire to offer some observations not only upon the two points mention- 
ed, but upon the absolute necessity of uprightness of conduct under all 
circumstances. We are not in the least degree disposed to except of any 
excuse for departures from a clearly defined and well understood principle of 
right. Apologies in that regard are inadmissible. We are now speaking to 
and in relation with the Latter-day Saints. A person may be strongly tempt- 
ed to diverge from the strict line of truth and honesty in view of the accom- 
plishment, by that means, of some profitable object. Such a Jesuitical idea 
should be far removed from every Saint. It is a substitution of expediency 
for principle, and unworthy of every honest man and woman. Far be it 
from us to adopt the despicable subterfuge of doing “evil that good may 
abound.” Such a position is a delusive fallacy, leading to misery, darkness 
and confusion. | 
One of the most indefensible and, we might be justified in saying, cowardly 
apologies for wrong-doing, is to advance, in that connection, the imaginary or 
real departures from right of other persons. People who put forward such an 
unworthy excuse for their own acts manifest an imbecility and inconsistency 
of which they have much reason to be ashamed. The only legitimate effect 
of the commission of sins by others upon a truly honest and righteous person 
is to cause him to avoid falling into the same errors. Neither will a true 
Saint be found standing up in defense of evil, by whomsoever committed. It 
may not be his province to hurl denunciation against it or the individuals 
who depart from a course delineated by the light of the Gospel. Silence in 
many instances is golden. But wrong should never be sustained. 
' The Saints are informed by revelation through Joseph Smith, the Seer, by 
“law are ye justified.” This being the case, where there is any departure 
from the requirements of the law there is an absence of justification. This 
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conclusion is logical and inevitable. What law is referred to? The law of 
righteousness. In considering the entrance upon any transaction or the per- 
formance of any act, the question should be first as to its rightfulness. If it 
be intrinsically wrong, the investigation need proceed no further as to whether 
it should be done. If the thing considered be not of itself a wrong, however, 
it is frequently judicious even then to consider the consequences of its perform- 
ance. There are many things that are not of themselves wrong, but the doing 
of them might, under some circumstances, be not right, because the outflowing 
results might be injurious. For instance, when a person speaks it is invaria- 
bly right that his utterances should be strictly truthful, but it is not always 
necessary that he should speak. 

“Do what is right, let the consequence follow,” is an saedlbons life motto. 
It is the only safe, because the only rightful course to pursue. So far as the 
people of God have failed in its practical adoption, will they be taught, by 
the unprofitable results of the pursuit of any other path, that they must come 
to that point of perfection some time? The Saints must be governed, in all 
things, by correct principle, by having the law of the Lord written upon the 
tablets of their hearts. This was what was referred to by the Prophet Joseph 
‘Smith, when he was asked by a wondering stranger how he was able, with 
such apparent ease, to govern so many people of different nationalities, dispo- 
sitions, etc. His answer should be written in letters of gold: “I teach them. 
correct principles and they govern themselves.” In a government’ of that 
: nature, when universal in a community, there is no constraint, because none 
is necessary. In its completeness it involves the perfection of harmony, 
combined with free agency, which, under such conditions, is the quintessence 


of liberty. 
The law of the Gospel is the highest of all systems. It includes our spirit- 


ual growth. It involves principles of divine philosophy the contemplation of 
which is most delightful. It is recognized by the most crude that when we 
contravene the laws of our physical being, the avenues of life are impeded. 
Our physical organisms become vitiated and our health impaired. Our ordi- 
nary senses convey to us the truth that if we take into our bodies poisonous 
substances, not only physical health but physical life is endangered. It is too 
frequently the case, however, that people loose sight of the fact that the 
commission of every act in opposition to righteousness and truth is just as 
diametrically opposite to the laws governing the intelligent spirits that inhabit 
our physical structures. This being the case, every wrong done leaves a 
deleterious impress upon our souls. It is like so much poison imbibed by the 
spiritual man. The effect must necessarily be a clogging of the avenues of 
spiritual life. The outflow of such departures from the law of righteousness 
not only appears in this existence, but will stretch far into the eternities to 
come. However great the enticements to the perpetration of sin, or however - 
magnificent the apparent present rewards, according to the light and law of 
the Gospel, the person committing it does himself a great and lamentable 
injury. 

There may be a class of people i in these lands whose ideas are, perhaps more 
loose in regard to the necessity of doing strictly right than they should, be. 
And perhaps they imagine they can put off the day of repentance and reform- 
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ation until they reach Zion. Let no one lay this “flattering unction to his — 
soul.” The definition of Zion is, “The pure in heart,” and. unless a person 
shall purge his heart of impurity before going to the gathering place, he will 
not form a portion of Zion when he reaches there. Such people only serve 
to contribute to make the gathering place of the Church something contrary to 
the Zion of God, rendering it necessary for the Most High to apply purging 
processes for purposes of purification. If those who gather are not prepared 
before hand with the preparation of righteougness, they will only add to the 
number of that class that will bring down the displeasure of the Almighty. 
Speaking of Zion, the Lord has said, “ If she observe not to do whatsoever I 
have commanded her, I will visit her according to all her works, with sore 
affliction, with pestilence, with plague, with sword, with vengeance, with 
devouring fire.” That most precious record, the Book of Mormon speaks of a 
time when “all lyings and deceiving shall be done away.” This has its appli- | 
cation to the world, and, so far as it is applicable, to the Saints as well. | 

The ‘Lord wil] have a tried and purified people, who are amenable to his 
laws. So far as we may be in part guilty of things for which the world must 
stand condemned, a just and impartial Creator will not hold us blameless, 
neither relieve us from any of the consequences of a departure, in any respect, 
from the strict path of righteousness. The superstructure of the life of a 


Saint should be reared upon principles of righteousness. He who thus builds 


is like the wise man of the parable of Jesus, whose house is constructed on a 
rock. Any other foundation is of sand, liable to be swept away when a con- 
flict of elements ensues, while the first remains erect, because founded upon 
principles that are eternal. As in days of old, so it is now. Jesus exclaimed, 
to his ancient disciples, ‘“ Except your righteousness shall exceed the righte- 
ousness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into the King- 
dom of Heaven.” -So is it necessary that the righteousness of the Latter-day 
Saints should exceed the righteousness of their pharisaical cotemporaries. 
The important preceding consideration to teed contemplated act of our lives 


should be, Is it right ?

He has conducted the affairs of the field that 
was under his supervision with the most exemplary prudence and care, leaving 
it in most satisfactory condition. We do not doubt that the Saints in his charge 
on the long and arduous journey before them, will find in him a counselor and 
true friend, to whom they can look for needed advice and support, he having 
exhibited, during his labors abroad, those admirable traits upon which we 
have no hesitancy in basing the anticipation expressed herein. We doubt 
not also that he will be ably aided by the brethren appointed to assist him, 
as well as those who would probably be subsequently appointed, when the 
organization would be completed.

THE SWISS AND GERMAN MISSION. 


Bern, August 27th, 1879. 
President Wm. Budge. 

Dear Brother,—Since my last the 
work of God in this mission has been 
fe ring and the blessings of the 
rd have been with us. 

In Ludwigshafen and Mannheim 
baptisms have been frequent and the 
meetings well attended. Brother 
Keppler wrote from there on the 17th 
inst. “In Mannheim our meetings are 
well attended. As a general thing 
more strangers in attendance than our 
own people. A very good spirit pre- 
vails in the branch and at our meet- 
ings. I have baptized six persons 
since my last account.” 

Brother Fuhrmeister reports also an 
increase of interest in Berlin ; some 
‘baptisms and many —— investiga- 
ting. He is actually in Halberstadt, 
where there is yet a foundation left on 
which he hopes to build again. 
Since Brother Theurer has entered 
his new field of labor, the Berner Con- 
ference, I felt to call Brother Kienke 
to to Mecklenburg-Schwerin, his 
native country, as he had expressed 
the desire to hunt up his relatives. 
On his way there he stayed a few days 
in Ludwigshafen, and had quite a re- 
freshing time at Berlin, where the 
Saints and Brother Fuhrmeister en- 
joyed his visit very much. He wrote 

m Schwerin on the 18th inst.: “TI 
have found two brothers and two 
aunts and expect to fird more _ 
They have received me well.” His 
field of labor being so near Berlin 
Brother Fuhrmeister and himself will 
be enabled to support each other, as 
necessity may require. 

Brother Theurer and myself have 
made a tour in Jura. e visited 
Biel, St. Imer, La Chang de Fonds, 
‘and Val de Ruz, where, with a few 
exceptions, we found the Saints feel- 
ing well and zealous in oe of 

the truth. From there I proceeded 
to Geneva. Brother Postmann pre- 
sides over the remnants of that once 
numerous branch, seven in all. The 
-Chureh books I found in good condi- 
on. We held a meeting. A few 


strangers were present and a good 
feeling prevailed. Two families, sev- 
ered from the Church several years 
ago, have manifested much inte 
and will perhaps be the means o 
making a new start there, as they 
bear a good name and are in good 
circumstances. 

From Geneva I went to Aigle, at 
the other end of Leman Lake, and 
six years ago rother Leuba, from 
St. had been there 
since, but his letters have kept them 
alive and in good faith. The relatives 
of my wife, living in that locality, 
received me well, as did their friends. 
I found a much better feeling prevail- 
ing in Canton Vaud than seven years 
ago, when I left last. Many have 
sent word that they desire my visit, 
and I have quite an interesting pro- 
gramme for my next trip. 

Brother Rivoir writes occasionally. 
He had baptized one person. Brother — 
Theurer and Meyer have just returned 
from Limmershal. They had a good 
visit and baptized two persons. 

I desire to be remembered in your 
and implore the choicest 

lessings of heaven upon you and
